; the walls, not bought or sold, but 
j abandoned as useless here at Lar¬ 
amie. Wagon wheels, tireless, 
their fellies falling apart, lay on 
the ground, and other ruins of 
great wjagons, dried and disjoint¬ 
ed now. 

grass near by was all cropped 
Dust lay on the ground. The 
short. Far off, a village of the 
Cheyennes, coane to trade, and 
sullen over the fact that little 
now could be had' for robes or pel¬ 
tries, grazed their ponies aside 
from the white man’s road. Six 
liuhdred lodges of the Sioux were 
on the tributary river a few miles 
distant. The old West was mak- 
ling a last gallant stnad at Lar- 
1 amie.. 

Inside the gate a mob of white 
Iffiien, sdrnie silent and businesslike, 
many drunken and boisterous* 
pushed here and there fop access 
to the tpading shelves, long since 
almost bare of goods. Six thous- 
1 and emmigrants passed that year. 

It was th e Fourth of July in 
OldLaramie, and men in jeans' 


brating. Old Laramie had' seen 
life—all of life, since the fur days 
of La Ra'miee in 1821. Having now 
supepcilliously sold out to these 
reserving! only alcohol enough fop 
its own consumption, Old Laramie 
was willing to let the world wag, 
and content to twiddle a man 
curl around a finger. 

But yet another detachment of 
the great army following the he- 
girt of the Mormons was now, ap¬ 
proaching Laramie. In the warm 
sun of mid-ynlorning, its worn 
wheels rattling 1 , its cattle limping 
and with lolling tongues, this car¬ 
avan forded and swung wide into 
corral below the crowded tepees 
of the sullen tribesmen. 

Ahead of it now dashed a horse 
man, swinging his rifle over his 
head and uttering Indian veils- 
H e pulled up at the very door of 
the old adolbe ig|uard tower with 
its mounted swivel guns; swung 
off, pushed on into the honey¬ 
comb of the inner structure. 

The faimtous border fortress was 
built around a square, the living 
quarters on one side, the trading 
rooms on another. Few Indians 
were admitted at one time, other 
than the Indian wives of th e en¬ 
gages, the officials of the fur 
company or of the attached white 
or halfbreed hunters. Above

tore harvest, and drouth serious¬ 
ly damaged 't{he 1924 crop. Heavy 
winds, drifting soil, dro*uth, 
floods, heat, frosts* insects, in¬ 
crease in growth of weeds, rust 
and other plant diseases, are all 
contributing to the failure of 
crops. Older farming regions have 
gone through similar conditions 
and changed to a more diversified 
diversity of crops. There is too 
much risk in depending on a sin¬ 
gle crop. 

When the inevitable change To 
diversified farming is trade, pris- 
perity will return, because the 
farmers quit depending on small 
grain. They go into livestick, 
dairying, hogs, chickens, sheep; 
grow' corn, clover, potatoes and 
other crops which are not affect¬ 
ed bjy su|ch conditions as ruin the 
wheat. They grow their living 
and have something' to sell every 
week, instead of buying 1 all the 
time- 

Fifty years ago «t(he centre of 
spring wheat production was in 
Minnesota ; now it is West of the 
Red River Valley and north of 
International line. Southern Min¬ 
nesota today is in the great live¬ 
stock, dairying, corn and clover 
region, and land is worth ten 
times what it was during the 
wheat growing period. They grow 
wheat and other small grains 
(stilt )but only in rotation with 
other crops. They have a diver¬ 
sified systemi of farming' and have 
overcome many of the difficulties 
(Continued on page 6)

REDUCING TAXATION 


Much has been said in th e pres¬ 
ent political campaign about in¬ 
creased taxation. When the facts 
are examined there is only one 
direct provincial tax that all peo¬ 
ple must pay the Province of 
Alberta—the supplementary Rev¬ 
enue Tax. 

It is true those that have auto¬ 
mobiles pay a license fee, and a 
gasoline tax. Those who attend 
amusements pay an amusement 
tax ete. But these are all special 
taxes. The one direct general tax 
is the Supplementary Revenue 
Tax- 

The Supplementary Revenue 
Tax is a two mill levy on the ass¬ 
essed value of land. Under the 
new equalized assessments which 
come into effect this year ther e is 
a considerable reduction in ass¬ 
essments which will give a ’corres¬ 
ponding reduction in the supple¬ 
mentary revenue tax. 

In Chauvin District, on Muni¬ 
cipal District 421, there is a to¬ 
tal reduction in assessment of 


How do We face the problems 
of government that have come be¬ 
fore us in the past five years of 
our administration ? The five 
year s have not been easy years 
for administration. I do hot need 
to delay at any length in address¬ 
ing an audience of this kind, to 
point out tha|t/ in 1921, 1922 and 
1923 the prices of farm products 
had reached a very low ebb, that 
| the far,infers of thi s Province were 
passing through a difficult period 
at that time. The period of war 
is njoff the most difficult; time, but 
the period of reconstruction fol¬ 
lowing the hviar, when returned 
men are cioiming home and must be 
fitted in, the period when prices 
of products are falling, when 
grave economic qcestions thrust 
themselves before the Govern¬ 
ment. For example the problem 
of public finance is made more 
difficult if the people are in such 
circumstances that they 1 cannot 
pay taxes- That is obvious. 

First Problem of .U.F.A. 

Government 

When iwe took office in ,19211 we 
inherited, a very serious problem 
For a period of years the govern¬ 
ment of the day had beep build 
ing up the services, had been 
building up increased services at 
the rate of one million dollars per 
year without! a corresponding in¬ 
crease in sources of revenue. 

In 1921, according to the bud¬ 
get speech of Mr. Mitchell, the 
Government of that day increas¬ 
ed the expenditure by a further 
two million dollars* without a cor¬ 
responding increase in revenue 
and in addition borrowed $16,- 
500,000 at; nearly six per cent. 
And if you figure it o'u/t you will 
find that the interest ion that 
amount very nearly reaches one 
million dollars. One of the first 
problems of the new government 
was to find nearly an extra mil¬ 
lion dollars to pay interest in on 
what the lold government bor¬ 
rowed n 1921 ■ If I had time I 
would show you by extracts from 
the speeches of the flotrm/er Pro¬ 
vincial Treasurer, the truth of 
what I say. 

In 1921 we foiKnd a deficit of 
$2,100,000 and we faced the prob¬ 
lem of finding besides a total of 
over $900,,000 new interests mak¬ 
ing a total of (over $3,000,000; 
that is the problem that this gov¬ 
ernment wa^ called upon to face. 

We could haVe balanced the 
budget in a year f we had decided 
to do this regardless of what it 
meant to the p,eio|plt; ittwas simply 
a process of arithmetic, striking 
off so much here and there; but 
we would have ruined some of 
the services of this Provnce in 
doing it. We adopted a policy 
wh^h I think was the only sane 
policy 1 . By a policy of gradual 
reduction, of economy in admin 
istration we sought to hold things 
at a level until stech time as the 
increasing revenues would bring 


us to a point where they would 
meet the necessary expenditures. 

We have cut the cost of Gov¬ 
ernment in tins Province by over 
per a million dollars a year. I could 
show you in all the different 
branches, if I wished ito take the 
time, savings that have been 
miade biy the Government in over¬ 
head expenses. Take the cost of 
printing;. We have reduced the 
cost\ of printing since 1921 by 
$150,000- We have cut the 
of advertising in two. We have I 
taken the different offices like the 
Land Title s offices in the cities 
of Hdpmiontjon and Calgary and 
we have leut the cost off operating 
these frouR $241,9019.26 in 1921 
to $156,753.41 in 1925* and we are 
giving exactly the same services. 
The government has been criticiz¬ 
ed for its travelling expenses. We 
•have reduced these (ffrom $501,- 
7185.915 for all departments in 1921 
to $368,200 in 1925. In the tele¬ 
phone department after adding 
many miles of new lines, we cut 
the cost -off staff by over $400,000 
per year. Ther e are many more 
telephones in use today which are 
maintained by three hundred less 
employees than it required in 1921 
These are only a few item s of the 
economies that we have been able 
to jut into effect, and we haven’t 
weakened the public services in 


any way. 

We didn’t balance the budget in 
the first year dr in two years. We 
did cut down the deficit consider¬ 
ably, and finally last year we 
Were able to show a surplus of 
$188,000. There havie been at¬ 
tempts miade to 'question that sur¬ 
plus- That surplus was juist as 
honest! and correct a surplus as 
any that have ever occurred in 
the history -of the Province. Not 
cost[ one figulre was manipulated. We 
came before the house this year 
with a budget showing a surplus 
and we are deterimdned that from 
now on the Province must live 
winthin its revenue. 

In Ontario they had the same 
problem. Coming into office in 
1923 with a very big deficit, they 
did not balance the budget in one 
or two or three years. 

Dealing with finance, I will 
close with 'this one word, that 
we are not satisfied with our pres¬ 
ent system of finance. During the 
five years of our administration 
many more or less serious ques¬ 
tions have arisen as between mu¬ 
nicipalities and the government, 
such as the care of widowed 
mothers* the care (off delijquents, 
and in order to be sure that we 
have the finances of this Province 
on a safe and satisfactory basis, 
we appointed an advisory board 
(Continued on page 6)

moccasined fc e t peeping beneath 
gaudy calico given them iby their 
white lords. Older squaws, envi¬ 
ous, but perforce resigned, mut¬ 
tered as their own stern-faced, 
stolid red masters ordered them 
to keep close. Of the full-bloods, 
whether Sioux or Cheyennes, only 
those drunk w(er e other than sul¬ 
lenly silent and resentful as they 
watched the 'white man’s orgy at 
Old Laramie /on the Fourth of 
July of 1848.

SPEAKING at Rockyford on Thursday afternoon, Jun e 18th, in 
support of Hugh Miller, Conservative candidate in the Glei- 
chen riding, A. A- McGillivray, leader of the Prvincial Cnserv- 
ative party 1 , reiterated the items in the policy of the party that 
he has stated from different platforms in Alberta since being 
elected leader in August, 1925. 

In his usual fighting style, Mr. Mc¬ 
Gillivray reviewed the record of the 
old Liberal administrations and the re¬ 
cord of the present government. 

Summing up ihis appeal to the elec¬ 
torate following the declaration of 
political principles, Mr. McGillivray 
said the Liberal party cannot go back 
into power and its record cannot be 
hidden under the cloak of one new 
convert.

Mr. McGil- 
livray left here at 8 p.m. for Oyen and 
other points in Acadia riding. 

In reiterating* points in the Conser¬ 
vative policy that have been enunciat¬ 
ed by him from many platforms since 
he took the leadership of the party in 
August, 1925, Mr. Gillivray said: “I 
have not gone in for the form of polit¬ 
ical advertising that is known as the 
manifesto. I observe that the Liberal 
leader leaned toward them in 1921. He 
issued one which commenced as fol¬ 
lows: “Truer representative 

ment to replace the party system. In¬ 
dependent candidate in West Calgary 
outlines constructive proposals for the 
establishment of democratic govern¬ 
ment freed from partizanship and 
partyism. Proportionate representa¬ 
tion truly reflects popular will. Pat¬ 
ronage system which is vital to the 
maintenance of party system, and is 
today a national scandal, will disap¬ 
pear under the reformed method of 
election. 

“In so much as the new manifesto 
of the Liberal leader commenced as 
follows: 

‘Liberal manifesto:—J. T. Shaw, Lib¬ 
eral leader, issues statement of party 
policy,’ and in so mulch as this latest 
manifesto by Mr. Shaw, in so far as it 
does not consist of copybook plati¬ 
tudes and glittering generalities is 
partly taken from the pronounce¬ 
ments of the Conservative party, it 
may be well for me to restate the 
position of the provincial issues, a 
position taken and given public ex¬ 
pression to on the platforms of this 
country at times when Mr. Shaw was 
still an independent. 

Conservative Platform 

“The provincial Conservative party 
stands for the following: 

“I. Redistribution whereby the num¬ 
ber of constituencies will be reduced 
so that there will not be more than 
45 members in the legislature. This 
redu-cion to be made having due re¬ 
gard both to popuation and to the 
spajrsely settled areas. 

“2. Reduction in the amount paid 
as sessional indemnities of members 
by $500. 

”3. A determined effort to make of 
the United Farmers of Alberta organ¬ 
ization something more than a mere 
poliical machine and to advance its 
development along social and econ¬ 
omic lines. 

”4. The encouragement of co-oper¬ 
ative marketing. Even as supporters 
of the Conservative party brought 
Sapiro to Alberta without thought o-f 
political advantage, so will the Con¬ 
servative party support any movement 
for the benefit of the farmers, without

”17. Revaluation and sale on the 
proper terms of the E.D. & B.C. and 
Central Canada railways, with a con¬ 
sequent saving of nearly one million 
dollars a year. 

”18. The obtaining of our natural 
resources on fair and equitable terms 
without ny school question or other 
strings attached thereto. (/phe pro¬ 
vincial Conservative party has stood 
for this since 1905).
